Mr. Brodrlck Says Progress of 
Wearing Down Will Be 
Continued.

London, Nov. 13.— Mr. Brodrlck, tho 
British secretary of war, speaking to- 
night at a banquet given in Londou in 
his honor by the Carlton club, declared 
that the Boers wore hiding their clacks 
toy murdering Kafllrs behind them. 

"Lord Kitchener wired tod iv," hi! cou- 
tinued, "that the cold-blooded nmrdf-r 
of natives had become frequent of laic-, 
and that two dead' natives, their hands 
tied behind their backs, were found on 
NovenJber 10, at the bottom of a mine 
shaft." 

Later in his speech Mr. Brolr.ck said 
Great Britain now bad 12,000 Boers in 
custody in tho concentration camps uud 
on various islands, and that 11,000 UK-re 
bad been killed or wounded or had left 
the country on parole, lie cdibl that he 
believed the number of Boers now ill tun 
Oeld was about 10,000. 

"The country has sot its teech aud in- 
tends to go through the process of wear- 
ing down," he exclaimed. '"We itir.oi.d 
to provide Lord Kitchener with fresh 
troops to replace the tired on-;s. Only 
today a certain colony made an offer to 
help." 

Mr. Brodrick said he was sorty any- 
thing hail happened to affect thy career 
of 'Sir Redvcrs Buller, and !io afsured 
the company that the deafmus of Sir 
Evelyn Wood was not a bar to Lhti work 
that oillcer had to do as comra.indei of. 
an army corps. 

Mr. Brodrick explained that four bat- 
talions and two cavalry regiments 
would bo drawn from India for service 
in South Africa.

FAVORS CONSIDINE. 

Strong Evidence That Meredith Reached 
for Another Weapon. 

■Seattle, Nov. 13.— (Special)— In the 
Considine murder trial . today, the de- 
fence introduced some very strong evi- 
dence favorable to tliejr side. 

Andrew II. Mefford, the policeman 
who "was discharged from tho force on 
account of the Meredith killing, was put 
on the stand by the defence, and testified 
as follows: 

"I was in Guy's drug store shortly af- 
ter 5 o'clock. As 1 .mine out I met 
John Considine in the doorway. I 
stopped and shook hands witli him. While 
I still had hold of his hand, I was con- 
scious of a long package being thrust 
past me alongside of my head in Con- 
sldhie's direction. An instant later there 
■was a loud explosion that almost 
stunned me. I stood for a moment as if 
paralyzed. I could see till that was go- 
ing on, but was unable to move. Con- 
sidine rushed through the doorway and 
into the store. The man who fired from 
the package followed him. A moment 
later I recovered and followed them into 
the store. As I did so, a second short 
was tired. 1 saw two men struggling. I 
recognized them as Considine and Mere- 
dith. They were in a struggle, close to- 
gether. Considine had one arm around 
Meredith, and tho otier hand was hold- 
ing Meredith's hand in the air. In Mere- 
dith's right hand was a revolver. I 
jumped towards them and made a grab 
for the revolver, but missed it. At tho 
same moment, Tom Considine came in, 
and succeeded in grasping the revolver. 
After a short struggle, he wrenched it 
from Meredith's hand. Others had come 
In by this time, and tho attention of 
everyone was drawn towards Tom Con- 
sidine and the revolver. They swerved 
across the floor n couple of times, and 
finally Meredith got his right hand 
loose, and readied towards his right hand 
pocket. As ho did so, John Considine 
fired three shots in rapid succession in- 
to Meredith's body and Meredith fell. to 
the floor." 

•William Duncan, a colored man, testi- 
fied that he witnessed the struggle 
through the window of the store, and 
his story of the fight is similar to Mef- 
ford's. 

This evidence is verv important to the 
defence, as Mefford swears that Mere- 
dith and Considine were still struggling 
when the fatal shots were fired, and 
oven if the state proves that Meredith 
was helpless from the effects of tho 
blows from Tom ' Considino's revolver 
at tho time he was shot, it will be hard 
for them to show any premeditation on 
the -part of John Considine, us the whole 
struggle lasted probably less than a min- 
ute.

Well Known Ashcroft Man 
Kills Himself With Mor- 
phine. 



Ashcroft, Nov. 13.— Tom Hamilton, 
clerk at the Ashcroft, hotel, was found 
dead in his bed at 5 o'clock this after- 
noon.

London, Nov. 13. — Tho Norwegian bark 
Inga, Capt. Olsen, which sailed from 
Falmouth on October 20, for the Tyne, 
has been totally wrecked at Tynemouth, 
and 10 members of her crew have befen 
lost. 

The Swedish bark Trio was driven 
ashore late this afternoon at West Har- 
tlepool, Durham, and was broken up. 
Three of her crew were washed ashore 
alive, while tho remaining seven were 
drowned in sight of thousands of spec- 
tators, powerless to help them, all at- 
tempts at rescue witli rockets carrying 
life-saving lines having failed. 

Copenhagen, Nov. 13. — A terrible galo 
and snow storm lasting for the past 12 
hours has done great darnago through- 
out Denmark.

WANT A PRESIDENT. 

Colombian Government. Anxious to Solve 
a Knotty Troblem. 

Washington, Nov. 13. — The Colombian 
overnment is making an earnest effort 
and in an interesting way to solve tho 
troubles which have arisen in its exe- 
cutive branch. Tho firsb official act of 

new Colombinn congress is to appoint 

"desiguati," an official who succeeds to 
the presidency upon the retirement of 
both the president nnd vice-president. 
Gen. Raefel Reyes, Colombian minister 
to France, now in attendance upon tho 
congress of American republics at tho 
City of Mexico, as oue of tho Colombian 
delegates, holds that position. " 

Information has reached the Colom- 
bian legation in this city to the effect 
that a commission composed of tlirce 
Colombinn officials is about to leave Bo- 
bota for Mexico City to endeavor to in- 
duce Gen. Reyes to accompany it back 
to the Colombian capital and take up tho 
reins of government. 

Notwithstanding tho fact that tho for- 
mer president, Snnclemente, has been 
out of office for some time, it is true that 
he is still the constitutional president 
of Colombia, and he has yet to tender 
his resignation from that office. How- 
ever, Sanclcmente, it is stated, has said 
he will tender his resignation provided 
President Maonuin, who is constitution- 
ally only the vice-president, will do like- 
wise. 

A groat many of the present complica- 
tions in Colombia havo arisen out of 
this situation, and the strong factions 
hack of the commission see in Gen. 
Reyes an official with a clean title to 
the presidency, if, as they confidently 
believe, the president* can be induced to 
relinquish his office.

This statement affirms that 'Miss Stono 
was in pursuit of her customary duties 
as a missionary when she rwas captured. 
The routo over which she was traveling, 
is one which is continually used by tho 
missionaries and without reason for ap> 
prehending any special danger. No 
warning whatever was given to Miss 
Stono as to this particular journey either 
by the Turkish or Bulgarian authorities. 
She had tho usual escort of 18 or 20 
people land was accustomed to carry with 
her a Turkish teskre, or permit to 
travel. One of the missionaries nc- 
riuaiuted with the region states that 
tho route Miss Stone took was the safest 
of any in that region. The statement 
further fflrms that there is no ground 
whatever for criticising Miss iStoue for 
want of precaution in making this jour- 
ney.

London, Nov. 13. — In view of the. re- 
•cent attitude of Count Ooluchowski, the 
Austrian-Hungarian foreign minister, in 
regard to the difference in the standing 
of the heads of republics and of mon- 
archies, the dictum "of King Edward, 
holding that the honors to be paid to 
presidents and crowned heads at the time 
of His Majesty's coronation shall In 
identical, has special interest. The ques- 
tion arose during a discussion of th 
details of the decorations to be bestow 
ed and the mode of enteitniiiiricnt of th 
beads of states attending the corona- 
tion. The King refused point blank to 
distinguish between the titles of presi- 
dent, king and emperor, arguing that his 
object was to honor the state and not 
the man. No distinctions will be made, 
except, possibly, in the ease of near re- 
lations of the royal family. 

BRITISH STORMS 
More Iteports of Shipwrecks and Death. 

London, Nov. 13; — The galo which has 
been sweeping over Great Britain and 
Ireland for the past two days, continues 
unabated at many coast points. Over 
the Welsh lowlands the torrential rains 
are increasing, causing disastrous hoods. 

Rep6rts of wrecks and casualties con- 
tinue to iloat in. Tin? death list, made 
up of threes and fours, aggregates ap- 
proaching 100. 

The mail boat Nord has succeeded in 
returning to Dover. The mails and pas- 
sengers are safe. The crew of the light- 
ship -were also landed this morning after 
passing a teriible night at sea in a small 
boat. 

The British steamer St. Elvie has been 
beached at Dover. jShe is high and dry 
across the parade. ~ 

Early today a French bark struck off 
Ileudon. None of the crew were drown- 
ed. Numerous other wrecks have iheen 
reported, but the weather in most cases 
prevents the identification of the craft. 

Two vessels in distress were sighted 
yesterday running off Dungeness, but the 
weather was so severe that the lifeboat 
was unable to put out to their assist- 
ance. This morning one of them sank. 
The other, a steamer, f cached West 
Bay, •where a tug is now standing by 
her. 

The revenue cutter Active has 'been 
wrecked in the Firth of Forth. Twenty- 
three of her crew were drowned, and 
three were saved.

City of Seattle, Danube and Al 
Kl Have Rough Trips 
From North. 



• River Steamers AH Tied Up- 
Sealing Schooner C. 
0. Rand in Port. 



The steataer City of Seattle arrived at 
Vancouver yesterday ftorning aiid reach- 
ed Seattle yesterday afternoon, ■ from 
. Skagway, with 370 passengers, included 
among whom wore dipt. Wallace Lnnls- 
. ley aiid Alvin J. Eugvik, owners of the 
river steamer Wilbur McOriimnon, 
>iwhieh has been engaged in towing and 
carrying passengers on the dower Yukon, 
making 14 trips during the season. Na- 
vigation had closed, and the steamer 
had been skidded out of the water at 
White Hoist-. Tho last steamer to 
reach Dawson was the Nora, which left 
iWhite Horse on October 25, and the 
Ora left Dawson on the same day, both 
steamers reaching their destinations only 
after cutting their way through the ice. 

The Wilbur McCrimmon, the steamer 
operated by the two Victorians, captur- 
ed tho silver cup for the vessel making 
the fastest trip between White Horse 
and Dawson, in the B class, and the 
steamer Selkirk captured the cup for A 
class vessels. Tho Wilbur MeOrinuuon 
. left 1 Da-wson on her last trip on Octo- 
ber 10. The Gleaner canipletcd her last 
Atlin trip on the Oth- hist., and has been 
tied up. Capt. Lawrence, master of the 
Scotia, will be a passenger down on the 
* Dolphin, his vessel having also been 
tied up. Capt. Richards and crew of 
the Gleaner are also en route down. 

Capt. Langley reports that there will 
be (iiiitfi a rush' into the Big Salmon dis- 
trict next season, where $30,000 was 
taken out by Peters and Cavauagll from 
a Livingstone creek claim. Much pros- 
pecting was done last season in this dis- 
trict, r and many new finds have been re- 
corded. Henderson creek lias been 
Showing up very well, and although not 
much development work was done in the 
Stewart river distrlcT, there was consid- 
erable prospecting, and a number of 
miners- were going to work in that dis- 
trict this whiter. In White Horse dis- 
trict roseate reports were being given of 
the copper properties. 'At Dawson the 
only commodities the prices of which 
had been raised were oats, potatoes and 
onions. 

The steamer Wilbur McCrimmon 
crossed Lake LeBarge four hours before 
the . fatal trip of the Goddard, and was 
in Thirty-Mile when she encountered the 
wind, -which all but put her ashore. 

The City of Seattle, which was delay- 
ed two. days by calling at Northern can- 
neries to load salmon, brought a num- 
ber of the river steamer masters and 
•crews,- all the steamers having now gone 



iuto winter quarters. A number of her 
arrivals from Dawson came up the river 
on the steamer Ora, which had au ad- 
venturous trip through .the ice lloes. The 
Ora arrived at White Horse on the 7th. 

Steamers Danube and City of 
Seattle, aud the Al-Ki, which has 
reached .Seattle, all tell of storms en- 
countered in the north. Strong winds 
and snow storms have prevailed almost 
continuously during the past two weeks 
and there is considerable floating ice^iu 
tho channels. The Al-Ki in attempting 
to cross Queen Charlotte sound was 
forced to turn back, owing to the fury 
of the gale and high seas. Her decks 
were swept by immense '-waves, and 
Capt. Dudley, .who has been continually 
on the Alaska route- during the past 13 
years, says that the storm on Queen 
Charlotte sound was the most furious h 
has wituessed during that period- 

The ico -tloe, he says, is larger than 
over known before, and fie accounts for 
it as being the result of the severe 
j earthquake of two years ago, which 
shattered the various glaciers. Since 
that time the sloughing of icebergs from 
the glaciers has been very great and 
the channels .ire filled with them, which 
renders navigation hazardous during tho 
dark nights of winter. (The Al-Ki 
brought down n cargo consisting of 000 
tons of concentrates from the Tread- 
well mine on Douglas island, and 700 
tons Ot salmon from various fishing sta 
tions. 

The steamer Danube brought a cargo 
of 8,7;!0 cases of salmon for Victoria 
Vancouver and the Fraser, and after un- 
loading her cargo for the Mainland, she 
will arrive here this morning. Her Vic- 
toria passengers arrived by the steamer 
Charmer last night. One of the passen- 
gers, Tom Johnson, had a trying ex 
perienco on Queen Charlotte island. He 
was treed by a park of wolves and re- 
mained there for a night before he es 
caped from the pack.

On one occasion not long since a Tort 
Tnwnsend sailors' boarding house man 
shipped a farmer on a sailing ship as 
purser, the farmer thinking that his du- 
ties would be taking tickets, etc., and in 
another instance the same man shipped 
a gardener to, the ship, buying him a 
spade, rake and watering can, "before Dic- 
ing him with whiskey and carrying him 
on board. The gardener Tvns told thai 
the captain of the vessel had soil placed 
on one part of the ship's deck in "beds 
like hot houses, and 'the gardener's du- 
ties would be to tend these. When the 
gardener woke up at sea, he found that 
he was a common sailor. 



THE BAND RETURNS. 

Delayed Sealing Schooner Beaches Port 
After Rough Trip. 

The last schooner of the Behring 
Sea fleet to reach port arrived yesterday 
when the schooner C. D. Baud, Capt 
Searle, was towed in by the tug Tyee 
after a stormy trip. The Band, which 
hud a small crew, having but seven 
canoes and two boats, made n catch of 
5S9 skins in the Sea, and had a fair pas- 
sage down to Quatsino, where she land- 
ed her Indians, several weeks ago. 
Heavy weather set in then, and some 
delay was occasioned in waiting for 
favorable winds. When a start was 
made towards Victoria, the schooner en- 
countered a heavy southwester off Cape 
Cook, (Which carried away her main 
rigging, and she put into Kyuquot, 
whence she sailed soon afterwards, and 
Capt." John Irving took passage on hef ! 
to Clayoquot, where she arrived on 
Saturday last. From thence to port she 
encountered fair weather. One of her 
canoes left her off the Bace early yes- 
terday morning, and when they reported 
the schooner becalmed out there, the 
tug Tyee was sent out to her. 

The schooner Uinbrilin is on the ways 
at Turpel's yard being overhauled and 
other schooners of the ffeet are being 
made ready to be hauled out. Tho 
schooner City of San Diego, which is 
now at the sealing company's wharf, 
will be the next vessel hauled out. 

The sealing schooner Penelope yes- 
terday lost the cook who has been on 
her for some seasons, when King, a 
Chinese, dropped dead in Chin.'itown. 
There are many stories told of the dead 
cook, but tho incident which is most 
often narrated when the sealers gather 
on Wharf street to swap yarns is tlirit 
which occurred at iClavoquot. when 
King was arrested by Constable Spain 
in mistake. A Siwash had laid infor- 
mation against the cook of a sealing 
schooner, which he described to the 
West coast 'Miliceman as Cnnt. Heater's 
schooner. There are two Capt. Heat- 
ers, on two- schooners on which there 
we're two Chinese cooks, and by nrrcst- 
'ug King, the policeman got the wrong 
•>m>. In the meantime the schooner on 
•Vhich the right one was, had put to 
sea.

A DENIAL.

There need be 

nothing moro said in this connection, 

except that our Vancouver contemporary 

is utterly inexcusable in sending such a 

misstatement abroad. 



TIIR BRIDGE TENDERS. 

Needless to say, tliero lias been a 
good deal of talk on tho streets aibout 
the tenders for the Toiut Elliee bridge 
and the action of tho City Council in 
declining to open the bids which -were 
delayed. Tho Colonist has endeavored 
to get at tho general tenor of public 
opinion on tho point, and it seems to 
ho that it is the duty of the City Coun- 
cil, who in tins matter are acting ns 
trustees for tho ratepayers, to take into 
consideration all tho offers submitted, 
regardless of tlic time when they caino 
to hand, unless there is some reason to 
suppose that tbere has been collusion or 
deceit in any case. The view, which 
seems to commend itself , to most people, 
is that .whero tenders have been asked 
from the whole Continent, and the Cuy 
Council lias expressly given notice that 
it is not to be considered bound to accept 
the lowest or any tender submitted, 
there would bo no injustice to any bid- 
der in opening the offers, which were de- 
layed in transit, or even the supplemen- 
tary tender of the Albion Iron Works. 
Tho tenderers put in their bids, know- 
ing that they might all be rejected. It 
cannot ibe said that an offer made in 
good faith before the expiry of the speci- 
fied time is not made in public competi- 
tion, and wo suggest that there -would 
be nothing in law to prevent the Coun- 
cil from rejecting all the bids received 
Ibeforo the expiry of tho notice, and 
awarding the contract in accordance 
with a delayed bid. Wo are not un- 
mindful of the obligation to good faith 
resting upon all public bodies towards 
persons seeking to enter into contracts. 
This ought to prevent tho consideration 
of delayed offers where they were held 
back for some interested purpose. But 
the lOauncil is also bound to act in good 
faith towards the ratepayers', and it ia 
at least open to question if they will 
discharge tho latter responsibility if 
they decline to open all offers made 
without collusion. If it shall appear 
hereafter that the delayed tenders are 
very much more favorable to the city 
than those that have been opened, the 
Council will find it difficult to persuade 
the citizens that it was right to refuse 
to look at the former. 



•The intention of n number of market 
gardeners to establish themselves near 
Victoria will be learned with pleasure 
by housekeepers, who would very much 
prefer to buy vegetables from white 
people rather than Chinamen. It will 
also be a good thing for the general 
business of the city.

BRITISH EMIGRATION. 

Our Western Empire is the uamo of a 
now- periodical published in London and 
devoted to Canadian and "West Indian 
interests. In the issue before us are 
somo statistics of British emigration, 
and from thein wo learn that 235,070 
people left the United Kingdom in the 
first nine months of the present year. 
Of theso S5.111 went to tho Unitod 
States, 10.U71 to Australia, 13,031 to 
British North America, 15,203 to South 
Africa, and 8,200 to "other places." Of 
the emigrants who went to the United 
States, 45,107 were English, 30,111 
Irish, and 0,503 Scotch. Tho Western 
Empire thinks its a pity that eo much 
British Iblood should be lost to the Em- 
pire, Ibut confesses itself at a loss to 
suggest a remedy. In the same issuo 
is a paper by tho Secretary of tho 
Church of England Emigration Society, 
which whilo dealing with British emi- 
gration generally, speaks particularly of 
tho Canadian field for emigrants. After 
speaking of what has been done by tho 
Imperial government and tho eocioty 
which he represents, the Secretary says: 

We feel that little more can be done 
at home than has been done. It is from 
the Dominion, either by the formation 
of immigration societies, or by the ac- 
tion of individual employers of labor in 
Canada itself, that the impetus must 
come. If those in Canada who need 
labor would only place the needful pas- 
sage money in the hands of tin; Church 
Emigration Society, *>r some other of a 
like kind, willing hands could readily 
be found; and we imagine it would not 
be difficult to recover tho money ad- 
vanced as a deduction for a time from 
the wages earned. Many who now go 
to the States might in this way be drawn 
to Canada and retained us loyal sub- 
jects of the Empire. 

The Insurance and Finance Chronicle, 
a Canadian publication, deals with the 
same question, and after quoting the 
observations of the Duke of Cornwall, 
when lie said: "One cannot help wish- 
ing that the prospects here (in the 
North West) offered were more widely 
known, adds: 

In those few words are summed up 
a complete statement of the immigra- 
tion question, with a very wise sugges- 
tion as to the policy to lie pursued for 
solving this problem, the solution of 
which is vital to the advancement of 
Canada. The Prince recognised the 
capacity of the North West to provide 
homes for a great, prosperous and loyal 
people. The contrast he drew between 
tho free, healthy and useful life of set- 
tlors on tho boundless, rich nnd fertile 
lands of Canada anil the unwholesome 
existence of thousands in the great cities 
of the old land nnturally suggested the 
hope which tho Duke expressed, that 
the .prospects offered in Canada were 
"more widely known" and "more freely 
taken advantage of" by the people in 
Great Britain. 

These royal words — royal in wisdom 
as in their source— can hardly fail to 
have a powerful effect in England; they 
will reach thousands of readers to whom 
Canada is still a terra incognita, a land 
which, to a large element, of the home 
population, is a meie geographical ex- 
pression. The Duke's words suggest, 
what is required for a successful im- 
migration policy. There needs first the 
making' "more widely known" the ad- 
vantages of Canada as a plnce for set- 
tlement; second, the placing on our 
boundless, rich and fertile soil of those 
who seek to establish homes thereon. 
The work of advertising -Canada in this 
sense hns never been thoroughly or- 
gasized, nor have the requisite mea- 
sures been adopted to bring a tide of 
immigration to enrich our North West 
with n supply of cultivators of the soil. 
There may be one exception quoted in 
the case of the Russian immigrants, the 
Doukhobors, of whom good reports are 
being published, as they are said to be 
having English taught their children,, 
and are encouraging young men to 
Reread out apart from the original set- 
tlement. Canada, however, would pre- 
fer to hnve British subjects. Such she 
would have were tho essential means 
adopted. 

This subject is of extreme Importance, 
and it is possible that the time hns 
como when an Immigration Society for 
Canada, with provincial branches, should 
be formed to co-operate with the fed- 
eral and locnl governments, nnd with 
similar societies in the United Kingdom 
and also with the Imperial government 
in promoting the colonization of Canada 
by the people who leave British shores 
yearly in such numbers to seek their 
fortunes elsewhere. It 'Is certainly a 
great loss to the Empire to have «o many 
of her best jicoplo go every year to 
srwcll the population and advance the 
prosperity of foreign countries. If Can- 
ada had not as much to offer these 
emigrants as any other country in the 
world, the case would bo different, but 
under the Tacts as they exist, it would 
Ibe a patriotic work to endeavor to se- 
cure for Canada as nearly all the Brit- 
ish emigrants as possible. 

OUR DEMOCRATIC KING. 

The King has refused point blank to 
make any distinction between emperors, 
kings and presidents in connection .with 
the coronation proceedings. When His 
Majesty was Prince of Wales lie dis- 
played a great deal of that valuable 
commodity, which in the case of a sub- 
ject is called "horse sens..'." He fully 
appreciates his own personal dignity, 
but never makes the mistake of suppos- 
ing that a sovereign is any more exalt- 
ed than an elected ruler, and his de- 
cision to stand by that view will be ap- 
plauded by nil except those who still 
indulge in tho fiction that there is such 
a thing as divine right in kings. His 
Majesty in thus showing himself to be a 
democratic sovereign has given the world 
something to think about. One might 
be justified in supposing that if any 
sovereign would claim that the kingly 
office possessed some special eminence, 
It would bo one who wears the crown 
of the United Kingdom, who is Em- 
peror of Indian nnd has just added to 
his title one significant of the vast Brit- 
ish (Empire beyond the seas, and of 
whom it can be said that the kingly of- 
fico has been vested in his ancestry 
from time immemorial. If any sov- 
ereign in ' the world can afford to say 
that he recognizes no distinction be- 
tween rulers, but puts all on the same 
footing. as the beads of their respective 
states, it is Edward VII., by the Grace 
of God of the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Ireland', nnd of the British 
Dominions beyond the Sea King, De- 
fender of tho Faith, nnd 'Emperor of 
India.

tended girders ami brackets on both sides 
of the bridge, each of which Is to be live 
feet wide, but they can be left out of the 
question, while we consider whether 24 feet 
Is wide enough for the roadway, even for 
the present trade. It must be admitted that 
In building a permanent bridge, the .width 
ought to be at least sufficient to allow two 
vehicles to pass each other at any time 
when a ear may be 011 the bridge, which 24 
feet will not allow. The width of the large 
ears now In use on that line Is about nine 
feet, or to be exact eight feet nine Inches, 
leaving 15 feet three Inches for vehicles, 
and as the extreme width of a carriage or 
dray Is about sever, feet six Inches, the 
space occupied by 11 car and two vehicles, 
If placed close together, would be 23 feet 
nine inches, leaving a margin of three 
Inches. With the present 15 minute service 
to Esquimau there must be a car on the 
bridge every seven and a half minutes, and 
as the traffic on that route Increases, and 
when the car line Is extended to Craig- 
flower, which will no doubt be In the near 
future,' there will be a car on the bridge 
every two or three minutes at least, and 
other vehicles will be seriously Inconven- 
ienced by havlnc to wait for the car before 
they can puss another vehicle going la an 
opposite direction. It was stated In the 
council that to mako the bridge wider would 
Increase the cost considerably. Of course, 
everyone knows that, and I think It can DC 
shown that the council would have ample 
funds to increase the width of the road to 
80 feet, which. In my humble opinion, 
the smallest width that should be permit- 
ted In n bridge of that nature. If the 
bridge cost more than $80,000 the council 
will receive $20,000 from the tramway com- 
pany; which, with' the $75,000 loan makes 
a sum of $05,000 at the disposal of the 
council for tho construction of the bridge. 
There were }2 tenders received for the 
construction of tile bridge and foundations 
complete. 10 of which ranged from $7.'i,700 
to JKU.OOO, one Tor $0-1,720. and one for 
$147,500, the total cost. To increase tho 
width from 20 to ;io feet would be an In- 
crease of one-fourth, hut as the tenders In- 
clude the cost of the sidewalks, which 
would not lie affected by widening the road- 
way, the Increase of cost would probably 
bo not more than one-fifth or one-sixth of 
the original tender. One-fifth added to 
$73,700 would bring it up to $88,200, or 
$0,80X1 less thnn the money the council has 
for the purpose, while one-fifth added to 
$83,000, the highest of the ten tenders, 
would make $!)9,(KX), only $4,000 more than 
the council lias at its disposal. Possibly If 
the council were to make another applica- 
tion to the government for $25,000 or $.'!(>.- 
000 In aid of the bridge. It might bo favor- 
ably entertained, as the province Is Inter- 
ested equally with the elty In maintaining 
In tho most efficient manner possible the 
means of communication between the naval 
nnd military stations at Esquimau nnd the 
city of Victoria. It is to be hoped the peo- 
ple of the city will urge upon the council 
the necessity of making the bridge wide 
enough not only for present requirements, 
but also for the Increased traffic that may 
be expected In the near future, and that 
they will not adopt the "penny, wise and 
pound foolish" policy of bulldlnir a narrow 
bridge now In order to save a little money, 
and having to enlarge it In a few years at 
a greatly Increased cost.

British Columbia's Great Granary 
in the Peace River 
Valley. 



Magnificent Agricultural Area 
With fVtild Climate Awaiting 
Railways. 



That British Columbia will always 
have to look to the prairie country for 
her supply of Hour, has been stated so 
often and so positively that many have 
come to accept it as a. fact. It. has been 
assumed that the wheat-growing areas 
of the province are so restricted and so 
scattered that as population increases 
they will become much too small to sup- 
ply the- needs of. the people in the mat- 
ter of bread. People who accept this 
statement overlook the northeastern por- 
tion of the province, where lies one of the 
best wheat-growing areas ou the con- 
tinent—a region which produced wheat 
which took first prize against the world 
at the (Centennial exhibition of lS7t>— 
and which only requires railway com- 
munication with the i-nast to make Brit- 
ish Columbia self-sustaining with regard 
to her bread supply. 

Mr. C. C. Fairchild, D.L.S., who re- 
cently returned from the eastern por- 
tion of La Grande Prairie, the part ly- 
ing in Athabasca territory, has the fol- 
lowing, to say of its climate and agri- 
cultural possibilities: 

"The country throughout which I trav- 
eled, while probably not being, as has 
often been claimed, a veritable garden, 
has a truly wonderful climate with rich 
agricultural resources. The climate 
even at the far northern point which I 
reached — it took me two months to get 
there — never gets as cold as the winters 
do in Manitoba. The rich timber lying 
to the north of the Peace river and the 
magnificent expanse of the Grande 
Prairie country to the south will make 
it some day one of the richest districts 
in Canada. I left Edmonton on .Tune 
1 Inst and traveling by water and pack 
horse traversed with a party nf twelve 
men the Peace river, the '.Spirit river, 
Smoky river and Wappeta river dis- 
tricts.' Traveling as I did in the wet 
season of the year up stream it was not 
until late in duly that I igot over the 
ground to be covered. I left there on 
October 7." 

.Mr. Fairchild stated that they 'bad a 
most excellent fall, ami when lie left 
there was no sign of cold weather. In 
the Pence river district about 20 fam- 
ilies have located, who are all doing well 
and raising good crops. The Indians in 
the district have lots of game this fall, 
moose and bear being very plentiful. 

The government have spent about 
$5,000 throughout the Peace river coun- 
try this year improving the portages and 
roads, ami egress and access out and in- 
to the district is now much improved. 
'I'lii> engineering difficulties to .bo met 
with through this district should a rail- 
road company wish to* open it up, would 
be very easily overcome.

SEIZURE Ob' OPIUM. 

.1. Riley Arrested at Cortland, Charged 
With Smuggling. 

,T. Riley has been arrested at Portland 
for smuggling opium, lie was captured 
by Inspector J. M. Gallagher, who seiz- 
ed 170 cans of opium, valued at from 
$S00 to .$900. Two men had charge of 
the opium, but the other one was sus- 
picious and got away before the olllcer 
had a chance to halt him, leavin 
hind his opium. 

This is by far the largest capture of 
opium made in some time, says the 
Portland Telegram, and will tend to dis- 
courage any attempts to ma'ke a rapid 
fortune by bringing opium over the line 
from British Columbia or in any other 
manner. Whether or not it was the out- 
set of a preconcerted action to smuggle 
opium into the United States is hard to 
say, but whatever the plan, it has been 
nipped in the bud. _

QUARTZ OF 

THE KLONDIKE 



Rich Ore in Siflht in the North, 
ern Mining District— Bright 
Future. 



,T. W. T.'Olnn, the first discoverer of 
rich gold quartz in the Klondike, says 
there is no doubt as to the future of that 
listrict as a quartz mining country. Mr. 
Olau's discovery was made in 1SD9. The 
lead runs from Eldorado to Bonanza 
between Ora Grande ami (lay gulches. 
He states thai the publication of the 
story of this find undoubtedly caused 
prospecting of the Bonanza side of the 
ridge tlie following summer. This pros- 
pecting resulted in uncovering a lead 
in 11)00 which was the .sensation of 
Dawson, 

When 'Mr. Olan, who is a well known 
mining expert, made his discovery ho ex- 
pressed the belief that lie had found the 
tourco of the placer deposits of Eldorado 
and Bonanza. He says that his belief 
ias been confimned by subsequent de- 
velopments. Que of the richest quartz 
iodes the world has ever seen, he . de- 
clares, has been discovered in the Klon- 
dike. 

Mr. Olan and his wife own the fol- 
lowing quartz claims: Pluto and Pro- 
serpine, on the upper part of the ridge 
between Ora Grande, Gay gulch, and 
Valchn and Hercules, on the upper part 
of the Eldorado slope, between Glacier 
and the .Twenty-seventh gulch. These 
claims will soon bo owned and develop- 
ed by the Pluto Mining company, the 
interests of which tire identical with 
those of the discoverer. 

"There is no question," he said in an 
interview given to the Post-Intelligencer, 
hut that the chief source of the placer 
deposits of Eldorado and upper Bonan- 
za lias been found, or at least one of the 
greatest quartz lodes known in the 
world. 'Many efforts have been made 
to get the properties away from their le- 
gal owners. When bonding schemes 
failed other means were resorled to, such 
as the removal of stakes, claim jumping, 
faulty surveys and perjured location de- 
clarations. All proved fruitless, because 
of the diligence of the government olli- 
cials in the recording ollice. 

"The discovery continues to hold the 
attention of many. Crowds of prospect- 
ors are still in the hills between Gay 
and Victoria gulches, and are amazed at 
the sight: of quartz studded with gold 
nuggets as large as hazelnuts. 

"The machinery for the mines will be 
installed next spring. "When the quartz 
properties of tin; Klondike are developed, 
the output of gold from that country 
wili show a remarkaibTe increase. There 
is ore enough to last for a long period, 
It will be of Importance that the trans- 
portation companies lower their rates 
somewhat. When this happens, how- 
ever, the country will experience a won- 
derful growth. 

"It will bo to the interest of the com- 
panies to lower their rates in order not 
to tax the quartz, industry to the same 
degree that could be done with the pla- 
cers at a time when they were P.blo to 
pay almost any amount."

BLOCKADE 



Workmen Refuse to Get Off the 
Esquimalt Car to Walk 
Over Bridge. 



There was a temporary blockade on the 
Hsquininlt street railway line on Tues- 
day evening. Under the regulations of 
the city for the Point Ellico bridge, only 
30 passengers can ride in the street 
ears as they are passing over that 
bridge. As a rule the car which leaves 
Esquimalt at 5 o'clock in the evening is 
crowded with workingmen. and it also 
picks up a number of other passengers 
on the way in to the city. On Tuesday 
the rain was pouring down, and the 
workmen refused to leave the cars to 
walk over the bridge. The conductors 
coaxed and threatened, but without avail, 
the men stuck to their seats. Finally a 
telephone message was sent to the otllce 
of the company, and orders were given 
to take the cars back to Esquimalt. The 
men stayed with them Until they got 
back as far ns Craigllower road, when 
they got out nnd walked in over the In- 
dian reserve and railway bridge. There 
was a delay of over an hour, passengers 
waiting at both ends of the line nnd at 
points along the road. Last night, to 
prevent a recurrence of the trouble, con- 
stables were sent out to the bridge. 
There was no trouble, however, as the 
weather was fine and the men did not 
object to walking. The workmen ex- 
plain that the action they took was to 
endeavor to induce the company to put 
on extra cars at that hour of the day, 
so that nobody would have to walk over 
the bridge.

City Superintendent Suggests 
Improvements in Ventilation 
of the Buildings. 



Not a Properly Lighted School 
Room In City— Crowded 
Classes. 



A mcutiug of the School Board was 
held last uijdit at the City hall with 
Trustee Dr. Hall in the chair and Trus- 
tees Jay, Urury, Brown, JJelyea, ilu«- 
get and -Mrs. Grant, present. The fol- 
lowing interesting report on school 
hygiene was presented iby Supterinten- 
dent Eaton: 

"Your request that n special encniiry 
ho made into the matter of home les- 
sons indicates a commendable interest 
in school hygiene of which this is but 
oue phase, nud 1 have taken the oppor- 
tunity to extend my report beyond the 
limits assigned me in the hope that you 
will deal as effectively as possible With 
other school conditions affecting the 
health of pupils. 

"After making special enquiry as 
directed by the board, I have again .to 
assure you that if the health of any 
considerable number of children is pre- 
judicially affected by their attendance 
at school, the fact is not due to the 
imposition of lessons that are too many, 
too hard, or too long. It is almost in- 
evitable that here and there, a pupil 
may be so misplaced iu the classifica- 
tion of the school, or may be otherwise 
so handicapped, that the work which 
the majority do with ease may he to 
him too severe. In such a' case the par- 
ent should interview the teacher, or 
perhaps get the advice of the family 
physician. lint from the testimony Of 
parents of over 700 senior grade pupils, 
as well as from my own intimate know- 
ledge of the work done, it is clear that 
the school children generally are not 
in the least danger of suffering /mm 
what is sometimes called "high ' pres- 
sure." 

'As already intimated I' wish to sup- 
plement the foregoing statements with 
a brief reference to other hygienic mat- 
ters, 'Which como directly within the 
scope of the board's administration: 

"1. — Ventilation— The only schools in 
which there is any means of ventilation 
other than doors and .windows are the 
High school, the North Ward, the 
Boys'' school and the 'South I'ark. 

'"The High -school rooms are very in- 
adequately ventilated by means of 
fresh air inlets through the ■walls sev- 
eral feet above the floor and vents at 
the ceiling into shafts leading to the 
roof. Perhaps some .sort of aspiring 
mechanism such as has been decided on 
for the new High school would some- 
what improve the draft. 

"In the North "Ward school there are 
inlets through the outer walls under 
the radiators so that the air, is warm- 
ed before diffusion through the rooms. 
The foul air vents are in the inner walls 
at the lloor, and are connected with cen- 
tral shafts leading directly to the roof. 



body ought to kuow, and coirseuuently 
it falls very shortly after leaving the 
lungs. iHence the necessity of lloor 
outlets, and the great difficulty o£ 
creating draft iu the ventilating shaft 
sutUcien: to curry up the tour air 
against the force of gravity. 

•■".—Lighting.— Imperfect lighting of 
classrooms is responsible for mucli of 
the defective sight of persons who have 
passed through the public schools; aud 
yet you have not a properly lighted 
school room in the city. 

"The conditions of good lighting are: 
All light from the pupils' left, glass 
area at least one-fifth of the lloor area, 
and the distance of 'the walls opposite 
the 'Windows not more than twice the 
extreme height of the windows from the 
lloor. It is not easy to suggest a remedy 
for defects in these inspects of existing 
buildings, but certainly the architects 
of all future buildings should bo im- 
peratively instructed in the requisites 
of efficient lighting. 

"3.— <01assroom Accommodation. — A» 
you know the general condition of your 
schools i:i this respect is not conducive 
to good health or good work. There 
are 15 divisions of the graded schools 
each with from T>"> to 05 pupils, while 
the average number of pupils per class 
room is 50. For hygienic as well as 
pedagogic reasons the maximum should 
not exceed 45 and for several of the 
class rooms, 35. 

"The opening of the new High school 
will afford relief at the Central schools; 
but steps should be taken, as soou as 
possible towards the provision of in- 
creased accommodation in the other 
parts of the city as well. 

"The 'question of a one-session day 
for Junior Grade pupils has been before 
you two or three times. Experience 
has demonstrated that pupils from six 
to eight years of age would receive more 
good physically -and mentally if their 
attendance were limited to half day ses- 
sions; while incidentally a material sav- 
iug in salaries and class rooms could 
be effected if the one-session day for 
Junior Grade pupils were permissible 
under departmental regulations. 

"4.— ■Furniture. — Ill-fitting desks de- 
velop myopia and spinal curvature, and 
are otherwise unhygienic. Until recent- 
ly all the rooms in the Central school 
wero furnished with desks aud seats 
large enough for adults. But in the 
Girls' school and two rooms of the Boys' 
school these have ibeen replaced >by 
graded sizes. Tn the remaining rooms of 
the Boys' school, and in some of the 
rooms of the Victoria West and Spring 
Ridge schools also this should he done 
as soon as possible. In the North Ward 
anil vSonth Park schools the desks are 
generally too small. Some exchange 
might Ibe made (between these and other 
schools of the city; hut a quantity of 
now furniture is necessary. Double 
desks should not hereafter he bought 
for pupils other than those of the Junior 
Grade, and a few of these in each room 
should be adjustable. The desk yon have 
been 'buying is too narrow; « broader 
pattern should be selected in the* future. 

"5.— Oledical Inspection. — The board 
should provide for regular and thorough 
medical inspection of all the schools. 
This could possibly be -done bv nn ex- 
tension of the duties of the City Medi- 
cal Health officer. At present that of- 
ficer's relations to the schools begin 
wlum eases, of infectious diseases have 
been reported to him, no doubt in many 
instances after much mischief has been 
already done. In addition to systematic 
medical supervision teachers should he 
instructed as to the earlier and more 
conspicuous symptoms of ordinary infec- 
tious and contagious disease, so that 
j children may not he permitted to re- 
i main in school a moment after sus- 



Mr. Bailey and Geo. Robinson, jauitor 
of the North Ward school, asked for an 
increase in their salaries, the former 
now receiving but $15 per .mouth, which 
he said was not sufficient to support his 
family, and his duties as janitor handi- 
capped him from securing another posi- 
tion. The secretary was instructed to 
notify him that the board could not see 
its way clear to make any increase. The 
consideration of the request of the 
North Ward janitor, uow receiving $55 
per month, was laid over, 'being re- 
ferred to the Building and Grounds com- 
mittee. 

H. Dtinnell, director of the Manual 
Training school, wrote stating that Prof. 
Robertson had asked him to send a 
full report of the work in British Co- 
lumbia, and he asked an expression of 
opinion from the board. 

Trustee Jay said the board should cer- 
tainly express its 'approval of the work. 
The chairman, secretary and Trustee 
Jay were appointed a committee to draft 
a report. 

The principals of the Central schools 
asked .permission to give a concert in 
the Pembertou gymnasium in aid of 
funds for the purchase of ,a pinno. 

Trustee Belyoa moved that the re- 
quest ibe granted. Carried. The co- 
operation of the hoard was also asked, 
and the secretary explained that the co- 
operation asked "meant, a subsidy." 

The attendance report showed that 
the attendance at the schools was better 
than for seven years. Many of the 
classes had above the maximum number 
of pupils, which was placed at 55. The 
secretary stated that many divisions ft 
the Central, North Ward, South Park, 
Hillside avenue and Victoria West had 
from 55 to 05 pupils, The total attend- 
ance during the mouth was 12,72<>, and 
the average daily attendance was 2,403. 
The summary of attendance at. the 
schools was as follows: High. B*.S; Boys, 
420; Girls. CIS: South, 41!); North. 43G; 
West. :!0(i; Soring Ridge, ITS; Hillside, 
163; Kingston, 122: and Rock Bay, 80. 

The Building and Grounds committee 
reported recommending that slate hoards 
be placed on the walls of a number of 
rooms of the new High school; the archi- 
tect Hie requested to have two doors 
made in some of the rooms; arrange for 
some gas liftings in the laboratory in 
the new High school and spread grave! 
where it was needed in the yard of the 
North Ward school. 

Trustee Belvea wdio presented the re- 
port said that next year it would be 
necessary to arrange for a thousand 
yards of gravel, for the school yards. 

The report was adopted with the ex- 
ception of the clause regarding the gas- 
tittings, which was referred back for 
further report. 

The Finance committee reported re- 
commending the appropriation of $405.- 
34 for payment of current accounts. 
Carried. 

Trustee Brown moved that an arrange- 
ment be entered into with 'Mr. I'aterson, 
for the supply of the balance of the 250 
cords of wood for the schools at $.>.2.>. 

'Trustee Jay spoke in favor of dis- 
tributing the patronage.

Victoria Meteorological Office, 
November. 1001. 
The weather during the week has been 
■mild nnd unsettled, and with the exception 
of two days, abnormally rainy. Those con-

An informal meeting of the city coun- 
cil was helil yesterday afternoon in com- 
pany with t he city engineer, to look over 
the various designs sent in l>y the ten- 
derers for the new- bridge across the arm 
at Point Ellice: Before tenders were ad- 
vertised for 'by the city, the engineer 
prepared two sets of plans with speci- 
fications, and the contractors were ask- 
ed to tender ob these, nnd also to sub- 
mit other designs if they desired. Iu all, 
six companies sent in tenders, but the 
tenders of two of them were not open- 
ed, on the ground that they were not 
received before the expiration of the 
time limit. Of the other four the ten- 
der^ of the King Bridge company 
Cleveland, Ohio, nnd the Dominion 
Bridge company, of Montreal, tire hardly 
likely to have a chance against the ten- 
ders' of the Albion Iron Works, of this 
ity, and the Paget Sound Bridge "St 
Dredging company, of Seattle. The 
Cleveland company have not complied 
with the specifications, providing for 
1, where the city called for steel, 
and the Montreal company have not fur- 
nished sufficient data on which to de- 
cide what the city would get for the 
money. The latter company, too, are 
tidy 'tendering for the superstructure. 
While the figure of the" Victoria company 
ry much greater than those of the 
Seattle company, the bridge they pro- 
pose to erect is u very much more ela- 
borate affair. They provide for tubular 
caching to hardiyin, and their plan sug- 
ests an innovation. The centre portion 
f the bridge would be reserved for 
tool piers filled with concrete and 
the walks for foot passengers, while 
there would Vie two roadways, one on 
ach side, for vehicles, so that the homes 
nnd cars would lie entirely separate, pre- 
venting any chance of tin accident. 
These roadways would each be 12 feet 
wide, so that a rule would have to be 
established that carriages going one way 
should take a certain side of the bridge, 
and those going the other way the other 
side. The only objection offered to this 
in the informal talk yesterday, was that 
foot passengers would have to cross the 
roadway to get to the sidewalk. The 
bridge on the whole is a very imposing 
and substantial structure. 

The 1'uget' Sound company submit in 
all a number of tenders, which are work- 
ed out into 121 combinations, and they 
claim that the plans are the most com- 
plete and elaborate that have been sub- 
mitted for a work of the kind on the 
Pacific Coast. Mr. Powicr, the en- 
gineer of the company, was on hand yes- 
terday to explain the various plans. 
Their prices range from $73,700, for 
which they will erect a bridge on tubu- 
lar piers with plunk roadway, to one on 
solid stone piers with block paving, for 
$104,200, They also submit figures for 
cement piers, and, in fact, as has been 
said, there are 121 ^different combina- 
tions. The company undertake not to 
interrupt traffic on the old bridge, and 
to open a permanent oflice in the city 
nnd purchase nil the material, with the 
exception of the steel work, here. 

The plans are in the hands) of the city 
engineer for report, but the council 
thought it as well to examine them. lie 
will probably have his report ready in a 
couple of weeks.

To throw the varying fiscal systems 
of six separate colonies in tu tile melt- 
ing pot, and to produce a federal tariff 
wuica shall please all of them and of- 
fend none, is no very easy tusk, says 
the lyondon Daily Telegraph. It is 
scarcely surprising, therefore, that the 
cablegrams from Australia speak of 
public opinion as toeing scarcely un- 
animous in endorsing the customs pro- 
posals of the Commonwealth govern- 
ment. In one respect, however, it is 
probable that there is fairly general 
approbation of the position to which 
matters have attained, for with the in- 
troduction of the federal tariff there 
were demolished once and for all tliose 
inter-state customs walls .which were 
in themselves a great barrier to Austral- 
inn progress. Those who have lived in 
the colonies will 'understand what per- 
sonal comfort tin; change will bring in 
its train. Hitherto a journey overland 
from, say, Sydney to Adelaide, has 
been worse in some respects than a trip 
across the continent, because the annoy- 
ances of customs examination nt the 
border stations have been enhanced by 
differences of railway gauge, and the 
consequent necessity of changing trains 
In a 3(> hours' journey from Sydney 
lo Adelaide the traveler would first be 
turned out and bis luggage searched on 
reaching the Victorian border, and the 
process would be repeated when he en- 
tered the adjoining colony of South 
Australia. Prom the inconvenience To 
the individual may 'be judged the hind- 
rance which stood in the way of inter- 
colonial trade. What has now been 
done is lo give untrammelled facilities 
for the interchange of commodities over 
on area of nearly three million square 
miles, and, if the case of the Canadian 
Dominion is any guide— nnd Canada's 
prosperity largely dates from the period 
when her interna] commerce was freed 
—'Australia should find her wealth con- 
siderably added to 'by the removal of 
the restrictions hitherto existing. 

Aiustrnllnus; like Canadians, are evi- 
dently expected to make some sacrifices 
as a result of the federation of trade, 
for that some people 'will be adversely 
affected is quite p'.ain. There is the 
New 'South Wales farmer, for instance. 
Ho has been able hitherto to buy bis 
agricultural machinery cheaper than 1 lie 
farmer in the adjoining colony of Vic- 
toria, and to that extent has 'beon-ln a 
better position to compote in the mar- 
kets of the world. The two will now 
be placed on the same level. 'By the 
federal tariff, it is stated, fanning ma- 
chinery and implements arc to be heav- 
ily taxed. By way of counterweight 
there are to be bonuses for the produc- 
tion of approved reapers and binder^.
